[Concladed.] 

HOW Eurepe became jo remarkably diflinguifhed 
from the refi of the world in Jeience, literature 
and every jpecies of knowledge, a: well as in am- 
bition and courage would require an extenfive in- 
gefligation, and greater abilities than | am poffefjed 
sf to determine. Ht may be obferved, however, 
that thasgh the pre-eminence of the natings of that 
part of the world mity arife from pernttiens phy/i- 
cal cattfes, yet the tran{miffion of the wifdem of 
the enlightched Roman empire down to modern 
times through the medium of the latin tongue, wai 
the principle caufe of their emerging from that de- 
plorable fiate of ignorance in which far ages they 
had been buried. 

But from the dignified rank in fcience affigned to 
the nations of Europe, it is neceffary to except the 
haughty and brutal Turks, who, to the difgrace o; 
the chrifttan world, have fixed themf{elyes in the 
weft Beaxtiful corner of it ¢ where, without abating 
of their ferocity or improving in the arts and fci- 
ences by their neighbours, they feem to exift fer 
ne aher purpofe but to trample on the rights of hu- 
shan gcture, and revenge its injuries by flapghter- 
ing cach other 3 and indeed ta fee thefe true dejcend- 
ants of the uncivilized Tartay race who neither de- 
Serve liberty nor are capable of comprehending the 
term, in a flate of vajfalage, foarcely excites our

compaffion,—-but to behold the far greater part of 
the enlightened nations of Europe opprejfed by ty- 
ranny and groaning under the weigh* of their 
chains, excites the higheft degree of regret and in- 
dignation. The far greater part [have faid, for 
though the Britons continually boaft that the Godde/; 
of Liberty prefides over their ifles, yet the unecual 
diftribution of 1roperty, and that endle{s labour-and 
drudgery to which four-fifths of the people are of 
comfequence condemned, fhows that fhe but too par- 
tially difpenfes her favours: yet this form of go- 
verument shoupt requiring gradation uf rank and 
being naturally productive of inequality in fociety, 
is undoubtedly preferable to the torpid 
ariflocracy of Holland, or the inflexible 
of the Canton of Bern. ae 

Though the Swedes know no political mediocrity 
but alternatély approach to perfed freedom on 
inte flavifa fubje@ion, yet their many ftrugg 
liberty do the higheft honour to the nation; and 
withfanding they have been frequently unfortunate, 





they rank next in political wiféom and love of inde- | 


pendence to the heroic but too haughty Britons. 

The reft of Europe feems as completely enflaved 
as an enlightened people can poffibly be ; but the ex- 
ertions ff delpotifm however abfolute, are fre- 
quently modified in conformity to the genius of the 
people, and flavery with the mild inhabitants of 
France* is @ very different fituation from the ri- 
gorous domination exercifed over the rugged inha- 
bitants of Ruffia, and flill more fo with what is 
experienced under the bloody and inexorable govern-
